dren 'are to eat for lunch, what 
time for them to go and eome, 
and also her concern not know- 
ing the thoughts of her children 
who realize that their 
mother 


will not be home again until late 
that evening.

"She has a double job trying to 


please her employer and also to 
run the home correctly.^ This is a 
difficult job, considering that the 
welfare of children is ever fore- 
most in her mind. 


"Then, after eight hours away 


from home working (most men 
come home and sit down to an al- 
ready prepared meal), she has yet 
to prepare meals and do all the 
other household duties. 
Do you 


think she ever gets tired and dis- 
couraged, although she tries to 
keep ever pleasant for her family? 


"This mother has to sit through 


Illnesses of her family, even be- 
side a 
hospital 
bed, following 


things that happen to all young- 
sters. It has even been stated by 
jome husbands that their families 
jjould not get along without the 
ivife working also. 


"Dixon had better wake up 


before 
even 
more 
terrifying 


things happen to our children. 
Organized play, even if some- 
one has to be paid for the job. 
It's a- big1 one. 
Better to tax 


toward this end where so much 
good can be accomplished. 
"Please print this for a con- 


cerned and anxious mother so that 
she may get some consideration 
and a little credit for the tasks 
she is called upon to do. 


"We must all pray and do our 


best for our biggest concern—our 
children."

WASHINGTON—UP)—Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) blasting 


back at the senate election sub-committee's challenge of his 
honesty, dared its members to try to bar him from being 
sworn in today for his second senate term. 
In a bitterly phrased report, the 


subcommittee Friday night ques 
tioned' whether 
McCarthy 
had 


profited 
personally 
by 
"gam- 


bling" in the commodities market 
with "funds advanced for his anti- 
Communist drive." 


Making no recommendations of 


its own, the group left to the Sen- 
ate of the new Congress conven- 
ing at noon today the problem 
whether to take any further ac- 
tion. 


Benton 'Stvung' At

The subcommittee's unanimous 


report also took one swing at Mc- 
Carthy's political 
arch 
enemy, 


Sen. Benton (D-Conn). 
It ques- 


tioned whether both Benton and 
McCarthy had violated the Fed- 
eral corrupt practices act, but the 
main fire was aimed at McCarthy. 


The 
group 
found 
fault 
with 


Benton's acceptance of donations 
totaling 
$600 from Walter Cos- 


griff/' Salt Lake City banker, in 
1950, 
half of it a time when Cos- 


griff was angling for Senate con- 
firmation as a Republican mem- 
ber of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation Board of Directors. 


Benton was 
defeated in the 


election while McCarthy was re- 
elected. 


The report stems from charges 


Benton had filed in the Senate 
Aug. 6, 1951, accusing McCarthy 
of fraud and deceit on the Com- 
ir.jr.'sts in government issue and 
in~"linanclal affairs, 
asked

consider 


whether it should expel McCarthy. 
The Wisconsin senator countered 
with a resolution last'April 10 de- 
manding an investigation of Ben- 
ton's finances and with the accu- 
sation that Benton as an assistant 
secretary of state had followed a 
pro-Communist line. He also filed 
a two-million dollar libel-slander 
suit against Benton. 


Reports Unanimous 


Sen. Hennings (D-Mo), the sub- 


committee chairman, told a news 
conference the reports on both 
men were unanimous and will be 
made available along with sup- 
porting evidence "for any action 
deemed appropriate" by the Jus- 
tice 
Department 
and 
Internal 


Revenue Bureau. 


McCarthy, in a- statement, said 


the Senate subcommittee hah hit 
"a new low In dishonesty and 
smear" with its comments about 
him. 
In a later statement phoned 


to reporters he challenged its mem- 
bers to ask the Senate to bar him, 
declaiming, "If they do not they 
will have proved their complete 
dishonesty." 


The subcommittee accused Mc- 


Carthy of having "deliberately set 
out to thwart any investigation of 
him" by attacking its members. 


It launched then into a point-by- 


point discussion of McCarthy — 
often in the form of unanswered 
questions.

quarters allowances, and employ- 
ing their own personal maids. 


Government workers living in ex- 


pensive apartments and 
hiring 


three or four servants. 


Some oficials are putting their 


European girl friends on the U.S. 
payroll and taking them along with 
new pobs when they are moved to 
new posts. 


Some employees on the payroll 


for months before doing any work, 
or staying on for months after their 
work was "completed.

He 
pat-a-cakes ,with a nurse, each us- 
ing one hand. He has been taking 
cereal by spoon and milk from a 
bottle. 


Foster Dad, Charged With 
Murder, Eludes Authorities 


DES ARC, Ark. (/R— A foster 


father, charged with first degree 
murder in the drowning death of 
5-year-old Mary Wolfe Head, re- 
mains at liberty after eluding of- 
ficers at Centralia, 111. 


Prosecutor J. B. Re'ed, who filed 


murder charges against James W. 
Head and his wife, Linda Head, 
said Friday night Head's sister told 
Illinois police her brother 
left 


there before dawn Thursday. 


The sister said Head "stayed 


three or 
four hours", and 
left 


"heading for Wyonyig to herd 
sheep." 


The husky, 42-year-old laborer 


is believed lo be bareheaded and 
wearing Khaki clothes. The search 
for Head became nation-wide Fri- 
day when the FBI filed charges of 
unlawful flight to avoid prosecution 
apainst him in the death of his 
foster child. His wife, the child's 
foster mother, is being held in the 
DCS Arc jail. 


Mary's body was recovered from 


a water-filled tank on the Head 
farm near here Tuesday. 


Mrs, Head claims her husband 


beat the child, hid her while uncon- 


scious in a chest and removed her 
from the house without telling his 
wife where he had hidden "the 
body." 


State Medical Examiner Ander- 


son Nettleton said the child died 
by drowning and a coroner's jury 
Friday night returned a verdict of 
"death by drowning at the hands, 
of persons or person unknown." 


Reed said Friday night that 


burial was postponed "at my re- 
quest" until the child's father is 
located. It has been established 
that the child and her 7-year-old 
sister, Joyce, were given to the 
couple by Everett Wolfe of Lo- 
raine, 0., apparently an itinerate 
worker. 


Joyce was taken from the Heads 


and given to another Ohio couple 
who are preparing to adopt her. 


"We are sure the father i« alive 


and working somewhere in Peiuv 
sylvania," said Reed. "And we're 
going to try to hold up the funeral 
until we can find him." 


He said it is believed that Head, 


described as "high-tempered," was J 
"jealous" of attention paid Mary j 
in 'preference to his own healthy 
2-year-old child.

Meteor Flashes Through 
'Frisco Sky, Rocks Homes 


SAN FRANCISCO—(ft—A meteor flashed westward through the sky 


shortly after midnight. 


Thousands of persons saw the fiery spectacle and its shock waves 


rocked homes on the San Francisco peninsula. 


It was observed by 
residents 


within a 150 mile area—from Sali- 
nas to the south, to Napa to the 
north. 


Pilots of planes also observed 


the meteor. 


Arlow Severns, on duty in the 


Civil Patrol Tower at Oakland air- 
port described it as "the biggest 
and brightest" he had ever seen. 


Severns declared it appeared the 


meteor had plunged into San Fran- 
cisco bay. But he said he checked 
the San Francisco Airport Control 
Tower and was told the meteor 
disappeared westward 
over the 


ocean. 


The San Mateo sheriff's 
office, 


south of San Francisco, 
reported 


it received excited telephone calls 
for an hour after the sky scooter 
was sighted. 


Many persons thought a war had 


broken out, officers said. . 


Homes were 
shaken 
by air 


waves. Dr. E. J. Lindsley, meteor 
research expert for the California 
Academy of Sciences, said meteors 
sometimes pusii air ahead of them 
and set up shock waves. He also 
said they sometimes appear lower 
than they actually are. 


J. W. Keener, night watchman 


at Oakland Airport, said the ob- 
ject "appeared the size of a wash- 
tub and lighted up the port area."

failed to turn.

A search had been started when 


Joanne had failed to arrive home 
from the movie at a ^reasonable 
hour.

Death Toll at 
304 From Neiv 
Year Accidents

The nation's accidental deaths in 


the extended New Year holiday are 
running far behind last week's rec- 
ord Christmas toll. 


The total at a little past the half 


way mark in the long New Year 
holiday weekend was 304 compared 
to 432 for the same period in the 
Christmas holiday. 


The biggest reduction was in traf- 


fic deaths. Motor mishaps since 6 
p.m: Wednesday have killed 225 
persons compared" to 336 in the 
comparative 
period 
during the 


Christmas holiday. In other acci- 
dental deaths since Wednesday 
evening, 27 persons have lost their 
lives in fires and 52 were killed in 
miscellaneous accidents. 


In the 102-hour Christmas holiday 


period, 744 persons were killed in 
accidents, including a record 556 
in traffic mishaps. The current sur- 
vey will continue, to midnight Sun- 
day. *

The National Safetv Council has 


estimated 410 deaths 
the high 


ways during the New Year holiday 
period. 


In the first 11 months of 1952 


traffic deaths averaged 102 every 
24 hours. 
The" average included 


deaths which occurred days or 
week after victims were injured.

One Red company — up to 175 


•men — slammed in two waves 
against an Allied advance position 
in the Kelly Hill sector of the 
Western Front shortly after dark. 
The Allies drove off the attackers 
after 35 minutes. 


The,/other company jabbed at 


Allied defenders atop Pinpoint Hill 
on Sniper Ridge on the Central 
Front. Counterattacking UN troops 
regained the positions after an 
hour of bitter fighting. 


Both actions raged in the cold- 


est weather of the winter. The mer- 
cury plunged to 10 degrees below, 
zero in the Sniper Ridge area. 


Fifth Air Force fighter-bombers, 


flying in clear skies, pounded rail 
and supply routes in North Korea 
and Communist frontline positions. 


In the week ended Jan. 2, the 


JAir Force said U. S. Sabre jets 
destroyed two Communist MIG 
fighters, probably destroyed an- 
other and damaged a fourth. No 
sabre losses were listed. 


An Eighth Army briefing officer 


said the Allies inflicted 9,429 Red 
casualties during December — the 
lowest number since July and more 
than 5,000 less than the previous 
month's total.

Humidity Is Important to Health and Comfort 


By MR. FIX 


Much has been said in news- 


papers and magazines abqut over- 
humidification in the m o d e r n 
home. But little has been heard of 
its opposite number—under-humid- 
ification. 


The words are jawbreakers, but 


they mean simply too much and 
too little, moisture in the air, re- 
spectively. 


Now -there are two schools of 


thought in this matter of humidity. 
One side believes over-humidifica- 
tion can be ruinous to a home and 
would try to reduce the moisture 
content of the air in the home. It

The other side believes under- 


humidification can be damaging to 
home and health, and it cites 
equally 
convincing 
arguments. 


Both sides seem to stand on one 
small plot of common ground—in- 
terest in the home owner's welfare 
and, ol course, their own. 


Builders, for example, say mod- 


ern insulation and construction 
that keep cold air outside also keep 
moisture in, making it easy to 
build up excessive and even harm- 
ful moisture levels in 
modern 


homes. 


A building material manufactur- 


er adds, "The problem is to get rid 
of moisture, yet owners go right 
on pouring additional moisture in- 
to the air. They certainly aren't 
discouraged by people who sell 
humidifying devices, or people who 
install them in heating plants." 


But now it is time for these 


"people who sell humidifying de- 
vices" to have their say. The Hu- 
midifer Association declares: 


"It has long been believed that 


properly humidified air is more 
healthful air, and recent medical 
research proves that this is true. 


"It was found through extensive 


research at the University of Chi- 
cago that properly humidified air 
has a lethal effect on the germs 
causing certain respiratory dis- 
eases." 


The association goes on to say 


that during the winter heating 
season the air in the average home 
is about 25 per cent deficient in 
terms of relative humidity, and 
often goes as low as 40 per cent 
deficient. This too-dry air results 
in plaster cracks, or wallpaper be- 
comes brittle, paintings crack, fur- 
niture splits and loosens at the 
joints, etc. 


"Under-humidification is so pre- 


valent during the winter because 
cold outside air is incapable of 
lic-lding much moisture," the asso- 
ciation adds. "When this outside 
air is brought into the home 
through structural leaks and the 
opening of doors and windows, it 
is heated and becomes capable of 
holding a great deal more mois- 
ture.

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Divergent Views on Oil Policy 
Endanger U. S. Oil Strength 


The four-month-old federal grand jury inquiry into an 


alleged world oil monopoly, involving several American 
firms among others, ranks as one of the strangest enter- 
prises the present administration has ever embarked upon. 


This investigation was personally ordered by President 


Truman, and in the normal course of events the Justice De- 
partment is attempting to marshal the evidence in pursuit 
of the inquiry. 


Offhand, you might say this is fine. America for half 


a century has been busting trusts, or at least attacking them 
verbally. We're for competition, and against unreasonable 
restraint of it. But this oil case is not quite that simple. 


The American companies affected have substantial for- 


eign oil producing and distributing rights. These rights 
are held through concessions and other delicate arrange- 
ments with foreign governments.

* 


The sharp implication of serious wrong-doing, inherent 


in this investigation, already has upset the precarious bal- 
ance of these arrangements in several foreign capitals. With 
the example of Iran in mind, leaders of these governments 
are talking about reviewing and reconsidering existing oil 
agreements with U. S. firms. . 


The United States is.a net oil importer, that is, it im- 


ports more than it exports. That oil is essential to the 
American economy, and, more importantly, to its defense. 
We cannot afford to lose present foreign oil sources. 


Both the State Department and the Defense Depart- 


ment, whose business it is to weigh carefully our strategic 
position against the world, have spoken out in strong critic- 
ism of the monopoly inquiry as likely to damage seriously 
our oil strength. 


Thus we have the curious situation of the Justice De- 


partment pursuing, at the President's request, an inquiry 
which our two top security departments intimate is ex- 
tremely dangerous. The Defense and State protests seem 
to have had no effect toward heading off the investigation.

In following through, the Justice Department has asked 


both foreign and domestic companies to produce hundreds 
of thousands of documents dating back over many years. 
There can be no question of the grand jury's right to sub- 
poena papers bearing on the activities of domestic firms, 
and of foreign companies as they relate to activities within 
the United States. But it is something else to expect a for- 
eign producer to hand over .documents dealing with opera- 
tions in, let's say, French Morocco. 


A federal judge already has put a stop to that bit of 


Justice Department foolishness by canceling jury subpoenas 
to require the Anglo-Iraniian Oil Co. to turn over its over- 
seas documents. 


When Attorney General Brownell takes over at Jus- 


tice in January, a first order of business ought to be to sit 
down with State and Defense officials and arrive at a pol- 
icy which adequately protects this country's oil require- 
ments. And there ought to be just one policy for all three 
departments.

Follow Tips to Enjoy Casino 


By OSWALD JACOBY and 


ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


"Can you suggest an easy way 


to count in the game of Casino," 
requests an Oakland, Calif., corre- 
spondent. 


Most people think of Casino as 


a child's game, not realizing that it 
is one of the most difficult of all 
card games to play well. One of 
the difficulties in the game is the 
problem of counting. 


If you know which cards have 


been played, you will be able to 
make much more intelligent plays 
towards the end of a deal than if 
you are operating completely in 
the dark. The player with a fine 
memory is practically sure to win 
from the player who depends on 
guesswork. 


The expert Casino player re- 


members every single card that 
has been played. There are several 
different memory systems used by 
Casino experts, but not one of 
them is really easy. The principal 
requirement is a good memory to 
begin with, and very few people 
have this equipment. 


As a substitute for remembering 


all of the cards, you might want to 
use the principle of "pairing." Be- 
fore any card has been played, 
there are two pairs of kings, two 
pairs of queens, and so on. 


If one pair of nines happens to 


be played, you make no special 
note; Another pair of nines re- 
mains among the unplayed cards. 
If a single nine is played, however, 
you make a mental note that an 
unpaired nine is still among the 
unplayed cards. 


As the hand continues, you re- 


member other single (or unpaired) 
card! that ar* played. If some* 


body plays a second nine, however, 
you tick that off because that pairs 
up the nine previously played. 


Towards Uie end of a hand, you 


may have to remember seven or 
eight unpaired cards, but that is 
all you do need to remember. In 
the very last deal, you will prob- 
ably need to remember only two 
or three unpaired cards. You may 
see some of those in your own 
hand, and you will know that your 
opponent has th»> others. 


For example, suppose you know 


when the final deal is made that 
nines, sevens, sixes and fives are 
unpaired. You have one nine in 
your hand, a pair of kings, and an 
eight. You know that your opponent 
has the seven, the six, and the five 
that are unpaired. 


He must also have an eight, be- 


cause eights are paired. This 
knowledge will help you play the 
last deal properly.

In "Washington Witch Hunt," a newspaper series later published 


in book form, Bert Andrews, the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Herald Tribune, pleaded the case of a hypothetical Mr. 
Blank, whose awful ordeal of dismissal from the State department 
board.

under a cloud was set forth as the fate of many innocent individuals. 


For this job of pleading for suspects and abusing the anti-Commu

Two of the 


judges were publishers who have impugned their 
own ethical competence to pass upon the merits 
of feats of reporting by their persistent use of 
Drew Pearson's column. Altogether, the board 
had an overwhelming prejudice against the anti- 
Communist forces. Joseph Pulitzer, of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
a son of the founder of the award, whose own paper has been 
showered with "awards," has no qualifications whatever to be on the 
board. 


Andrews received as. well the Heywood Broun award in memory 


of a columnist who in the last year of his life wrote that he had tried 
earnestly to get his son a job on the Daily Worker. Broun also had 
expressed his ardent belief in the Soviet Union as the greatest ef- 
fort ever made for human betterment. 


As I have reported, Andrews refused to answer when I asked 


him if it were true, as I and others have heard, that he got the ma- 
terial for "Witch Hu#t" from the Washington law-office of Thurman 
Arnold. However, in the text, he tells us that seven anonymous in- 
dividuals whom h« arbitrarily presumes to be innocent, turned- to 
the law firm of Thurman Arnold and Abe Fortas, who popped up 
instantly as counsel for Owen Lattimore when he was indicted re- 
cently on charges of perjury. Lattimore is Joe McCarthy's test .case. 


Andrews wrote in "Witch Hunt" 
— 


that a study of the sad case of his 
Mr. Blank led to consideration of 
the cases of Ring Lardner, jr., 
and the other Hollywood celebri- 
ties who refused to answer and of 
the "veiled charges and innuen- 
does against Dr. Edward U. Con- 
don, 
director of the Bureau of 


Standards."

Don't Wait for Ear Trouble 
To Clear Up by Itself 


Many hearing difficulties start 


with an earache 'or a running ear 
acquired during childhood. 
The 


neglect of symptoms related to the 
ear can have disastrous effects in 
later life. Particularly disturbing, 
therefore, are letters from parents 
such as one which came in not 
long ago from the mother of a four- 
year-old boy. 


She wrote that her child had had 


a bad cold and that this was fol- 
lowed by pus coming out of the 
left ear. 
"Will this clear up by 


itself," asks the correspondent, "or 
should something be done about 
it?" 


Certainly, 
something 
should 


have been done about it long ago. 
There are too many chances that 
this might turn into a chronic dis- 
ease of the ear, developing into 
difficulty of hearing or even lead- 
ing to mastoid infection. 


There is good season why an or- 


dinary cold sometimes leads to ear 
infection. There is a tube or pas- 
sageway leading from the nose to 
the middle portion of the ear, and 
it is easy for germs to pass up this 
tube and cause infection in the mid- 
dle portion of the ear. 


This 
situation 
is particularly 


likely to occur in small children 
and often leads to earache. Not 
infrequently the earache is the 


result of pus accumulating back 
of the eardrum, and proper treat* 
ment consists of making a little 
slit in the drum membrane ao that 
the pus can escape and relieve the 
pressure which is causing the pain. 


But the present generation of 


children is luckier than we were. 
Many of these middle-ear infec- 
tions can be nipped in the bud by 
giving the sulfa drugs or penicillin. 
And, 
even more important, these 


drugs have almost wiped out one 
of the common and serious com- 
plications of. such infections, name- 
ly mastoiditis. 


INFECTION ENTERS BONE 


This complication is a spread of 


the infection to the bone lying just 
back of the ear and it usually re- 
quired a delicate and costly opera- 
tion. Today, the number of these 
operations has shrunk almost to the 
vanishing point. 


The development of a perforated 


eardrum or a chronic running ear 
which may be hard to cure is best 
avoided 
by prompt 
treatment. 


However; even in the long-lasting 
cases of ear infection, more can be 
done now than irtfr the past. 
But 


parents have a real responsibility 
in seeing that any early signs of 
ear infection are not neglected.

It suggested 
this mihgt have been1 one reason 
why he accepted,$10,000 from the 
now-defunct Lustron Corp. of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, when the prefabri- 
cated housing firm was borrowing 
millions from the government. Mc- 
Carthy has acknowledged accept- 
ing the money for a booklet on pre- 
fabricated housing which Lustron 
purchased and used for advertising 
purposes. 


$30,000 Deposited 


The report raised questions about 


a special account in the Riggs 
National Bank in Washington. It 
said McCarthy deposited $20,732.97 
there. 


The senator said in his statement 


that all contributions "to the Com- 
munist fight" were deposited m 
this account and used solely for 
this activity.

Accuse Youth 
Of Wiring Bus 
For Explosion 


HINTON, W. Va. —«•>— David 


Basham, 17-year-old high school 
boy nursing a grudge because he 
had been put off a school bus for 
"cutting up," today was- accused 
of wiring the bus with dynamite. 


Frank Arthur, 38-year-old driver, 


was seriously hurt when the dyna- 
mite went off New Year's Eve. He 
is in a hospital, recovering. 


Prosecutor T. L. Reed of Sum- 


mers county said young Basham 
signed a statement admitting he 
wired two sticks of explosive into 
the ignition system the day after 
Christmas. 


"It was not my intention to blow 


up-the bus," Reed quoted the boy. 
"I thought it would make a big 
noise. I did not know how much it 
would blow up. I regret that I did 
this. 


"I did not like Frank Arthur be- 


cause of his attitude." 


The tall, thin, dark-haired youth 


was arrested Friday night at his 
home in Streeter, ten miles south- 
west of this coal mining and rail- 
road town in the mountains of 
southern West Virginia. Basham 
lived with his mother, a rural 
school teacher. His parents are 
separated. 


School authorities described the 


boy as an average student. He 
played in the school band. He had 
been suspended for a time recent- 
ly for setting off a firecracker in 
a corridor. 


Arthur had parked the bus near 


Streeter for the Christmas holi- 
days, which started two days early 
because a fire burned out the in- 
terior of Hinton high school on 
Dec. 
21. 


Arthur got into the bus alone on 


Wednesday to drive it to the school 
garage in Hinton. He turned the 
key and the dynamite went off. A 
piece of metal more than an inch 
in diameter tore through one of 
his legs. A tendon in one arm was 
severed. His face was peppered 
with fragments of enamel.. All 21 
windows in the 60-passenger bus 
were shattered. The damage was 
estimated at $1,800. 


After the explosion, investigators 


found scrawled in the dust on the 
side of the bus: 


"I killed F." 
Prosecutor Reed said Basham 


denied he wrote it.

McGranery - announced in Wash- 
ington that he had ordered a new 
federal grand jury investigation 
into charges that disloyal Ameri- 
cans had infiltrated the UN.

will look at the statements made 
by our leading and most respon- 
sible scientists about that time, I 
think you will find that atomic 
energy has measured up to their 
estimates.

"We ought to remember one 


thing: atomic energy has never ex- 
isted in times we call 'normal-.' It 
was born in time- of war and it 
has grown up in a period of in- 


ternational tension and mobiliza- 
tion. 
The emphasis, 
consequent- 


ly, has been on weapons. In this 
area, I believe that progress has 
exceeded expectations. 


"On the productive—as opposed 


to the destructive—side, progress 
has been slower, but it has still 
been substantial ... the surface 
has hardly been scratched in these 
fields, but in the past few years 
many hundreds of people • have 
been trained and much knowledgs 
has been accumulated. 
Progress 


should speed up accordingly. - It 
was a long road from Benjamin 
Franklin's kite to the modern TV 
set... the road ahead look promis- 
ing indeed." 


Scientists say now there is def- 


inite hope for ' powering • subma- 
rines, ocean liners and aircraft 
with atomic energy—and harness- 
ing the atom for electric, power and 
manufacturing in the not top far 
future.
